Sterer, and fqund that the Company 
was heavily in debt. 

Most of the firm's money had been

Mr. Arfas then went to the Hong! 
Kong and Shanghal Bank and tried 
lo borrow money to pay the most! 
pressing debts. The sum necessary 
was between $60,000 and $70,000 

Compradore’a Debt. ;
